Outfly  2004  was  declared  Oct.  11, 
the  day  following  Family  Weekend. 
While  events  seemed  to  go  on  as  usual, 
organizers  endured  some  behind-the- 
scenes  confusion  and  problems. 

Activities  like  golf,  frisbee  golf  and 
Movie  Knight  were  offered.  Entertain- 
ment Tonight  (ETK)  had  other  plans 
that  were  cancelled  because  of  sched- 
uling problems. 

Senior  Ben  Parks,  Student  Senate 
president,  said  ETK  had  ambitious 
plans  to  host  a  carnival  on  the  cam- 
pus lawn.  However,  this  would  have 
involved  calling  places  ahead  of  time 
to  schedule  the  events  and  because 
President  Jack  R.  Ohle  prefers  that 
only  he  and  the  student  body  president 
know  the  day  Outfly  will  occur,  Parks 
said  he  felt  he  "couldn't  call  ahead  of 
time"  to  schedule  these  events.  When 
he  let  ETK  know,  members  struggled 
to  come  up  with  alternatives. 

"ETK  has  some  frustrations  because 
of  losses  of  money  in  the  past  and  if 
we  don't  know  the  date,  it  isn't  fair  of 
us  to  have  the  responsibility  because  it 
is  difficult  —  almost  impossible  —  for 
us  to  book  events  for  Outfly,"  junior 
Megan  DeMeulenaere,  president  of 
ETK,  said.  "Next  year  Outfly  won't  be 
planned  by  ETK,  so  look  to  Student 
Senate  instead." 

A  Monday  is  not  typical  for  Outfly, 
but  Parks  helped  select  the  day  accord- 
ing to  weather,  among  other  consider- 
ations. 

"It  looked  like  it  was  going  to  be  a 


beautiful  day,  and  I  thought  it  would 
be  good  to  give  everyone  an  extra  day 
after  such  a  big  weekend,"  Ohle  said. 
"It  was  the  first  time  Outfly  was  held 
on  a  Monday  since  I've  been  president 
here." 

Before  the  day  officially  was  called, 
the  student  body  president  had  to  be 
found  from  an  on-campus  hiding  spot. 
This  year,  senior  Adam  Gesell  found 
Parks  in  the  bushes  underneath  Ohle's 
office  windows.

Unlike  other  worship  services,  which  take  place  in  the  chapel.  The

"ransom"  note  taped  to  the  Ohle's  front  door  explaining  how  to 
get  rid  of  the  lawn  ornaments.  Rules  stated  the  flamingos  could 
be  sent  to  another  faculty  or  staff  member's  yard  for  a  $25  fee. 
If  the  next  recipient  owns  a  $5  flamingo  insurance  policy,  how- 
ever, the  flock  will  be  sent  back  to  Greenwood  for  a  $5  retuni- 
to-sender  fee.

14-Time  National  Champion 


Missy  Buttry  from  Shenandoah  finished  her  career  at  Wart- 
burg  as  arguably  one  of  the  best  NCAA  Division  HI  athletes  in 
the  sport.  From  her  14  national  championships  to  her  count- 
less school,  conference,  and  national  records,  Buttry  excelled 
in  everything  in  which  she  competed.  Her  three  national  cross 
country  championships  are  the  most  ever  for  a  female  athlete 
in  any  Division. 

"You  don't  get  many  oppormnities  to  coach  someone  like 
Missy,"  head  track  coach  Marcus  Newsom  said.  "I  am  truly  in 
awe  of  all  she  has  accomplished." 

A  lot  of  Buttry's  success  comes  from  her  attimde. 

"I  think  Missy's  biggest  strength  is  her  determination," 
head  cross  country  coach  Steve  Johnson  said.  "She  beheved 
that  unless  everything  was  perfect,  it  was  a  a  failure." 

Buttry's  success  was  not  limited  to  the  college  level.  She 
competed  in  the  Olympic  Trials  at  5,000  meters  in  2004,  plac- 
ing eighth. 

"She  has  a  bright  future  ahead  of  her,"  Newsom  said.  "She 
has  a  lot  more  to  accomphsh  before  her  career  is  over." 
In  2005,  Buttry  was  competing  professionally  for  the  USA 
^  Track  and  Field  Team  in  Manmouth  Lakes, 
*^  Calif.,  and  was  sponsored  by  Reebok.

Men  place 
fourth  in 
1 1  AC  meet 


A  4-0  win  over  Simpson  in  the  quarter- 
finals guided  the  men's  tennis  team  to  a 
fourth-place  finish  at  the  2005  Iowa  confer- 
ence championships  in  April. 

The  Knights  rolled  past  the  storm  behind 
a  straight-set  win  from  No.  1  singles  player 
senior  Mark  Giesmann  and  an  8-3  win  at  No. 
1  doubles  for  Giesmann  and  freshman  part- 
ner Greg  Koenen.  Wartburg  dropped  a  pair 
of  4-0  decisions  to  top-seeded  and  eventual 
champion  Coe  and  third-seeded  Central  to 
register  its  fourth-place  finish. 

It  was  the  highest  conference  team  finish 
for  the  program  since  1998.  The  Knights 
closed  the  season  with  a  13-12  dual  record, 
registering  the  most  dual  victories  in  a  sea- 
son since  1989. 

Giesmann,  along  with  senior  Matt  Con- 
nell  and  junior  Nick  Wuertz,  were  awarded 
all-conference  honors.

The  women's  tennis  team  concluded  its  2004  season  with  a  5-5  record  in 
dual  competition.

The  2004  season  continued  a  tradition  the 
Wartburg  Knights  Uke  —  winning  Iowa  Con- 
ference championships.  The  team  won  a  share 
of  the  conference  title  for  an  unprecedented 
third  consecutive  season  with  a  record  of  8-3. 
Wartburg  became  just  the  fourth  school  in 
conference  history  to  win  three  straight  titles. 

The  offense  was  led  by  record-setting 
senior  wide  receiver  Chris  Winter  who,  with 
his  last  catch  as  a  Knight,  tied  the  Wartburg 
record  for  most  receptions  in  a  career  with 
159.  The  Knights  also  received  strong  contri- 
butions from  junior  quarterback  Reed  Hoskins 
and  sophomore  running  back  Dan  Hammes. 

Senior  defensive  backs  Brian  Mclntire  and 
Jake  Burns  keyed  a  strong  defensive  attack. 
Junior  defensive  lineman  Noah  Junge  and 
junior  linebacker  Alex  Pollock  also  played 
major  roles  for  Wartburg,  which  finished  the 
season  ranked  24th  by  two  publications. 

The  Knights  started  off  the  2004  season  by 
hosting  CCIW  power  Millikin  University.  The 
Knights  scored  36  first-half  points,  then  held 
on  for  a  36-21  victory. 

Wartburg  then  traveled  to  Minneapolis 
to  take  on  the  Augsburg  Auggies.  The  game 
went  back  and  forth  until  a  false  start  penalty 
stopped  the  clock  with  only  a  few  seconds  left 
and  senior  Jordan  Maus  nailed  a  40-yard  field 
goal  as  time  expired  for  the  27-24  win. 

Wartburg  opened  the  IIAC  season  in 
disappointing  fashion  when  Buena 


Vista  made  a  42-yard  field  goal  as  time  ran  out 
for  a  17-14  BV  win. 

The  Knights  rebounded  against  Luther  on 
Homecoming,  winning  16-7.  The  defense 
limited  the  Norse  to  only  209  yards  of  total 
offense. 

Waitburg  went  into  October,  holding  Simp- 
son to  just  a  defensive  score  in  a  21-7  win. 

The  Knights  then  took  a  step  backward, 
losing  to  Loras  31-17  at  home.  The  Duhawks 
rolled  up  395  yards  and  put  a  major  dent  in 
the  Knights'  conference  championship  hopes. 


The  Knights  started  their  title  run  with  a 
34-27  win  at  Coe.  Wartburg  used  two  defen- 
sive scores  to  fend  off  the  Kohawks  and  the 
defense  came  up  with  another  key  score  in  a 
14-10  win  over  Central. 

Wartburg  followed  those  wins  with  routs 
of  Cornell  and  Dubuque,  winning  49-7  and 
37-7,  respectively,  to  gain  a  share  of  the  IIAC 
title  and  an  NCAA  Division  III  playoff  bid. 

The  Knights  went  to  Concordia-Moorhead 
where  the  Cobbers  were  too  much  for  them  in 
a  28-14  loss  to  end  the  season.

Wartburg  was  unable  to  find  much  positive 
momentum  in  the  2004-05  season,  finishing 
below  the  .500  benchmark  for  the  first  time  since 
1999,  with  an  18-19  record.  The  lone  high  point 
of  the  year  was  a  5-3  record  and  a  No.  2  seed 
heading  into  the  IIAC  tournament. 

"I  think  we  had  a  lot  of  nice  people  on  our 
team.  We  didn't  have  the  cutthroat  mentality 
that  you  need,"  head  coach  Jennifer  Walker  said. 
"We  didn't  rise  up  to  the  competition.  We  have 
so  much  talent  on  this  squad,  but  you  have  to 
have  the  winning  attitude." 

The  year's  schedule  was  not  kind  to  the 
Knights  who  had  10  matches  against  nationally- 
ranked  teams  and  only  four  at  home.  Wartburg 
struggled  on  the  road,  going  3-9. 

"Each  person  had  a  lot  of  talent  and  skill  to 
offer,  but  at  times  it  could  be  a  weakness  when 
we  didn't  play  together,"  senior  Sarah  Olsen 
said. 

Coach  Walker  has  experienced  a  losing  sea- 
son only  once  before  in  her  tenure  as  the  Wart- 
burg volleyball  coach.  Her  1999  team  finished 
15-17,  but  the  next  year  the  team  came  back  to 
win  29  matches  while  losing  only  five. 

The  '04- '05  season  saw  the  emergence  of 
two  freshman.  Ashley  Rogers  was  the  team 
leader  in  kills  and  finished  third  in  blocks,  while 
Ashley  Steines  led  the  team  in  digs. 

One  highlight  for  the  Knights  was  winning 
the  program's  500th  win  and  making  Walker  the 
winningest  coach  in  Wartburg  history.

The  Knights'  male  distance  crew  began  the  2004  season  with  aspirations  of  match- 
ing or  bettering  2003 's  fifth  place  finish  at  the  national  meet.  It  would  be  tough,  how- 
ever, as  the  team  returned  only  three  runners  from  the  2003  varsity  squad. 

Highlighting  the  middle  of  the  season  was  the  team's  journey  north,  to  race  in  the 
University  of  Minnesota's  Roy  Griak  Invitational.  Competing  against  a  large  field  of 
Division  II  and  III  athletes,  the  Knights  took  home  a  fourth-place  showing. 

The  Knights  traveled  to  Pella  for  the  IIAC  championships.  Led  by  standout  Josh 
Moen,  the  men  captured  the  conference  title  and  earned  all-conference  honors  for  all 
seven  runners.  The  JV  squad  again  swept  the  conference,  taking  the  top  five  places. 

On  a  cold  and  windy  day,  the  men  toed  the  line  at  the  national  meet  in  Eau-Claire, 
Wis.  Moen  once  again  ran  away  from  the  field  to  claim  his  second  national  title.  The 
rest  of  the  men  struggled,  but  still  the  team  managed  to  obtain  14th  place. 


The  women's  cross  country  team,  led  by  senior  Missy  Buttry,  sought  to  return  to 
their  Third  place  showing  from  2002.  A  strong  incoming  class  helped  the  returning 
runners  achieve  the  team's  goals. 

The  women  returned  to  the  University  of  Minnesota's  Roy  Griak  Invitational  ready 
to  improve  upon  the  previous  year's  showing.

Featuring  a  lineup  including  three  freshmen  and  a  sophomore,  the  Knights  took  to 
the  national  meet  course  in  Eau-Claire  lacking  some  experience.  Buttry  outdistanced 
the  field  easily  to  secure  her  third  and  final  national  cross  country  title.  The  remaining 
women  fought  tough  and  placed  17th  in  the  national  field.

A  history-making  season 
for  the  Wartburg  women's  golf 
team  ended  with  a  seventh- 
place  finish  at  the  NCAA  Divi- 
sion III  national  championship.

Junior  Erin  Dohlman  earned

ican honors,  placing  in  a  tie  for 
10th  individually.

Wartburg 's  season  began  at 
the  IIAC  tournament  and  came 
to  a  close  with  the  program's 
first  conference  title.  The 
Knights,  ending  the  four-round 
meet  with  a  1290,  defeated  the 
rest  of  the  field  by  30  strokes 
behind  a  tourney-low  final 
round  total  of  3 1 7  at  Ellis  Park 
Golf  Course  in  Cedar  Rapids.

Knights  Reach 
NCAA  Elite  8 

During  the  past  four  years,  men's 
soccer  coach  Jim  Conlon  and  his 
first  recruiting  class  has  witnessed  a 
complete  transformation.  Seniors  on 
the  2004  soccer  team  went  from  nine 
wins  as  freshman  to  20  wins,  took  a 
trip  to  the  NCAA  Tournament's  Elite 
Eight  and  set  several  school  records, 
establishing  themselves  as  the  great- 
est soccer  team  in  Wartburg  history. 

Team  records  included  a  20-win 
season,  three  straight  NCAA  playoff 
wins,  a  regular  season  conference 
title,  back-to-back  conference  tour- 
nament titles,  an  .833  winning  per- 
centage and  20  consecutive  matches 
without  a  loss. 

Throughout  the  NCAA  playoffs, 
the  Knight  defense,  sparked  by 
senior  goalie  Collin  Lane's  acrobatic 
saves,  allowed  only  three  goals  in 
four  games.  Lane  concluded  his  ten- 
ure as  a  Knight  by  posting  a  single- 
season  record  low  0.56  goals  against 
average,  ranking  12th  nationally. 
Lane  also  earned  eight  shutouts. 

Senior  Verne  Houston  concluded 
his  career  as  the  top  scorer  in  Wart- 
burg history  by  setting  the  school's 
career  records  for  goals  (76)  and 
points  (177).  Huston  was  also  third 
nationally  with  a  1.22  goals  per 
game  average.  In  2004,  Houston  also 
set  the  single-season  record  with  28 
goals,  while  junior  Kirk  Artist  set  a 
single-season  record  for  assists  with 
12." 

Conlon  attributes  the  year's 
record-setting  season  to  the  senior 
leadership. 

"They  (seniors)  have  instilled 
many  good  qualities  into  the 
younger  players  and  their  charac- 
ter really  shinned  through  in  this 
(NCAA)  tournament,"  Conlon  said. 
"We  don't  get  to  the  Elite  Eight 
without  the  seniors,  not  just  the  start- 
ers and  big  minute  players  but  guys 
like  Matt  Penning  and  Seth  Rowland 
who  have  given  all  they've  got  for 
four  years." 

Goalie  Lane  said  he  believes 
more  success  lies  ahead. 

"I  think  we  can  only  go  up  from 
here,"  Lane  said.  "...  As  long  as  our 
team  keeps  setting  goals  and  coach 
keeps  recruiting. ..there's  no  limit  to 
what  we  can  do." 
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The  2004  season  was  a  remarkable  turnaround  for  Wartburg  women's  soccer.  The  Knights  improved  from  2003 's  8-11  mark  by  set- 
ting the  school  wins  record  at  16-3-1.  The  team  featured  the  nation's  12th  highest  scoring  offense,  averaging  3.72  goals  per  game.  The 
Knight's  .861  winning  percentage  was  21st  nationally. 

"We  always  stayed  positive  last  year,"  coach  Jim  Conlon  said.  "Unfortunately  we  didn't  get  balls  to  bounce  our  way.  We  played 
banged  up  quite  a  bit."  With  a  good  combination  of  players,  Conlon  said  they  came  into  the  2004  season  with  high  hopes  and  achieved 
the  impressive  record. 

With  an  unprecedented  nine  seniors  on  this  year's  squad,  the  team 
benefited  from  several  players  with  strong  leadership  skills.  Senior  Tiffany  Treanor  set  the  school's  career  goal  scoring  record  and 
single  season  records  in  goals  with  20  and  points  with  43.  Senior  Katie  Rapp  set  the  school's  career  assists  record  with  24.  Senior  Sara 
Phillips  stood  out  for  her  gusty  performances,  playing  through  a  torn  ACL. 

"If  you  had  to  take  a  three-headed  monster  for  role  models,  Sara  Phillips,  Tiffany  Treanor  and  Katie  Rapp  would  be  tri-captains  for 
the  year,"  Conlon  said. 

Also  having  a  solid  year  was  senior  goalkeeper  Mary  Achelpohl.  She  suiTcndered  only  18  goals  this  season,  posting  a  1.07  goals 
against  average.  Achelpohl  also  tallied  74  saves  for  a  .804  save  percentage. 

"Mary  had  a  breakthrough 
season,"  Conlon  said.  "It  was 
absolutely  a  tremendous  season 
for  her  and  she  played  with  a  lot 
of  confidence." 

Freshman  Audi  Hudgens, 
junior  transfer  Jess  Iserman 
and  sophomore  Kristin  Beck 
also  made  strong  impacts  on 
this  year's  team.  Hugens  was 
second  in  goals  ( 14)  and  assists 
(7).  Beck  led  the  team  in  assists 
with  10.  Four  of  Iserman 's  eight 
goals  were  game  winners.

In  outdoor  track/field,  the  Knights 
I   earned  their  first-ever  women's  team 
national  championship.  The  competition 
came  down  to  the  final  event  (4x400  meter  relay), 
with  Wartburg's  third-place  finish  good  enough 
for  a  one-point  victory  over  Calvin  College  and 
Wisconsin  Oshkosh,  who  tied  for  second.

Buttry  won  the  1,500  and  the 
5,000,  and  Burns  competed  in  three  events:  the  200, , 
400  and  4x400.  She  placed  fourth  in  the  400  and 
anchored  a  third  place  finish  for  the  4x400. 

Steph  Arey  was  a  dual  competitor  for  Wartburg, 
finishing  third  in  the  400  hurdles  and  competing  on 
the  4x400.  In  the  800,  Heidi  Porter  finished  third. 
Also  competing  were  Kelsea  Cannon  (100),  Lucy 
Joseph  (100  hurdles)  and  Jessica  Bates  (shot  put). 

In  addition  to  their  national  success,  the  women 
also  dominated  the  Iowa  Conference.

After  finishing  14-2  in  the  Iowa  Confer- 
ence to  win  its  ninth  straight  conference 
title,  Wartburg  rolled  through  the  post- 
season, earning  a  birth  in  the 
4|/       College  World  Series  for  only 
the  second  time  in  school  his- 
tory.

The  Wartburg  softball  team  enjoyed  another  successful  season,  winning  30  or 
more  games  for  the  third  straight  year.  Previous  to  the  last  three  seasons,  the  Wartburg 
softball  program  only  had  one  30-win  season  in  its  history. 

The  season  started  off  with  the  Knights  winning  their  first  13  games  and  ended  the 
season  on  an  eight-game  winning  streak.  In  between,  the  Knights  put  together  a  solid 
season,  ending  with  a  31-8  record  overall  and  a  13-3  conference  record,  good  for  a 
second-place  finish.  Nine  times  Wartburg  invoked  the  mercy  rule  on  its  opponents.

Offensively,  underclassman  led  the  way.  Sophomore  Steph  Howe  was  first  in  hits, 
doubles,  batting  average,  total  bases,  runs  scored  and  tied  for  the  team  lead  in  RBI 
with  freshman  Ashley  Rogers,  who  also  led  the  team  in  triples  and  home  runs.  Fresh- 
man Ashley  Steines  led  the  team  in  stolen  bases  and  was  in  the  top-three  in  batting 
average,  hits  and  runs  scored.
